Employes Fifty Years of Age In Em* 
ploy of Company For Twenty Years 


Are to Receive From $12 to $100 a 
Month. 


New York, Dec. I. — The United 
S ta b s Steel corporation made public* 
j Its second plan for the protection of 
; workmen at times of disability from 
injury and in old age. It conies in tho 
shape of a pension system for long 
service. 
Judge Gary announced the details 
as follows: 
Plans have now been consummated, 
to begin on Jan. I, lu ll, to pay pen­ 
sions from the United States Steel aud 
Carnegie pension fund, which was es­ 
tablished last spring by the United 
States Steel corporation aud Andrew 
Carnegie. 
For this purpose the United States 
Steel corporation provided $8,0<KLiOOO, 
which. w*ith tho Carnegie relief fund 
of $4,000,000. created by Andrew Car 
negio on March 12, 1901, makes up a 
joint fund of $12,000,000. This pension 
fund is administered by u board oi 
twelve trustees, through a uianuger 
appointed by the hoard. 
The board of trustees has adopted 
pension rules for the administration 
of the fund to take affect on Jan. J, 
19ll, and to apply to persons who are 
in the service of the United State* 
Ste* I corporation and its subsidiary 
companies on and after that date. 
Three Classes of Pensions. 
Until r the pension rules three class­ 
es of i* nsions arc provided. 
First 
Pensions by compulsory rf 
tire merit, granted to an employe who 
has been twenty years or longer In 
tie* service and have reached the age 
of seventy years for men aud sixty 
years for women. 
Sec ond 
Pensions by retirement at 
their request, granted to employes who 
have been twenty years or longer in 
the service and have reacted th* age 
of fifty years for men and fifty years 
for women. 
Third 
Pensions for permanent in 
j capacity, granted to employes who 
have been twenty y**urs or longer iii 
the service and have become perma­ 
nently totally in* apa* itated through uo 
I aillt of their own. 


Basis of Pensions. 
The monthly i*enslons to he paid 
from The Income* of the fund will be 
made up on the following basis: For 
each year of Bervie e, I per cent of 
j the average regular monthly pay re­ 
ceived during the last ten years of 
service; provided, however, that no 
pension shall be more than lino a 
month or le.-s than $12 a month. For 
example: An employe who has l*e*-n 
tw**nty-five years in tho service aud 
ha** received an average regular sal 
ary of $60 a month will receive a pea 
Bion allowance of $15 a mouth. 
Ib is pension fund provides for the 
support of the faithful employes in 
their old age. 
It is entirely s e r r a t e 
and distinct from the voluntary acci­ 
dent r e le a s e plan put into operation 
by lh** United States Steel corporation 
on May I, 191U, which provides for em­ 
ployes who may be killed while at 
work in the service of the subsidiary 
r-ompaniee of the United States S te e l 
corporation. 
Neither the vountary accident r**- 
j leas** plan nor the United States Steel 
and Carnegie pension fund involves 
any contributions from the men th«*m- 
selves toward the accident release or 
J old age pensions.

Pottsville, Pa.. Dec. I. — Joseph 
Chrlstock, the confessed murderer of 
Mrs. Mary Richards, at Audrey's Sta 
tion, two weeks ago, who is now in 
the Schuylkill county jail under sen 
tenoe of death, has confessed to two 
other murder committed by him. 
A formal statement from him to this 
effect will be taken betore Ult* week is 
out. 
Among the murders to which Chrls- 
tock now confesses is that of Mrs 
Arthur Morrison, a young woman of 
Cumbola This took place five years 
ago. 
Mrs. Morrison was found with a 
bullet in her body, dead in bed, by the 
side of her babe and husband. 
I. A. Reed was district attorney at 
the time, but could find no trace of 
the murderer. Tracks were discovered 
in the snow, which 
were evidently 
made by the murderer, but beyond 
this no clew was found 


Innocent Husband Suspected. 
The 
husband could give no very 
clear account of the affair and for a 
time was unjustly suspected. The fact 
that 
th** 
couple were on excellent 
terms and that the husband had al­ 
ways treated his wife with the utmost 
consideration, refuted the theory that 
he had anything to do with the foul 
deed. 
Chrlstock says that Mr 
.Morrison 
awoke while he waa trying to rob the 
house and he simply shot her dead to 
leave no witness behind. 
Christock's 
parents lived at New Philadelphia at 
the time of the commission of the 
crime, only a short distance away fr*»m 
the scene of the murder. He tells the 
Story of the deed with all the circum 
stantial details, which fits exactly into 
the known tacts of the murder. Chris 
took was nineteen years old at that 
time. 
Another murder to which Chrlstock 
conlesses is that of a tollgate keeper 
aud iu this, as in the other crime he 
mentions, he gives full details, hut Die 
name is withheld by the anthol Hies 
On the witness stand in court tw< 
weeks ago Uhristoek 
gave what tut 
said was a full history of his lib*. He 
(onf«-ss**d to many petty thefts and 
robberies, but said nothing of lacing 
engaged In the commission of other 
murders. His whole story led up to 
the murder of Mrs. Richards w hom he 
shot dead, right through the heart, as 
a climax. 
Experienced criminal lawyers, who 
observed 
('bitstocks 
coolness 
and 
matter-of fat t demeanor on the witness 
stand 
and 
the deliberateness 
with 
which he said he killed Mrs. Richard) 
and 
beat her 
daughter into ancon 
•doneness, expressed the opinion at 
the time that Chrlstock had !>een in 
more serious affairs than he confessed 
to In court. 
Christock's confession to additional 
crime will make no difference in bl* 
sentence, nor will it postpone his ex 
eoutlon. A formal confession will b* 
obtained from him merely to clear up 
the crimes, which have always been 
shrouded in mystery. 
It may be two or three weeks yet 
before Governor Stuart sets the dut* 
of execution and signs the death war 
rant. Chrlstock Is now losing his nerve 
and the authorities predict that 
will have to be carried to th** gallows.

China had Its first public exposition 
last June at Nanking.
